Election 

Applicant's election of the species corresponding to Figures 7 through 9B, i.e. 
nozzle of Figure 8 with tip of Figure 9, is acknowledged. Applicant has listed claims 
19-30 as readable on the elected species, and an action on the merits of these claims i 
set forth below. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

Pursuant to a complete action on the merits, elected claims 19-30 have been 
allowed. Claims 31-34 have also been allowed because they depend from allowed 
subgeneric claim 19. Non-elected claims 1-18, however, are withdrawn from consid- 
eration, and this application will be allowed upon cancellation of those claims. 


Reasons For Allowance 


The present invention is a premix secondary fuel nozzle for a gas turbine com- 
bustor. As recited in claim 19, the nozzle comprises an elongated tube, a coaxial 
central core, three passages, a plurality of airflow channels, first and second injectors, 
and a tip plate having cooling holes. Nozzles comprising a tube and core along with 
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multiple passages and plural injectors are known in the art as shown, for example, by 
the cited Kraft et al '439 Patent (PTO-1449). Other similar nozzles comprise tip plates 
with cooling holes as shown, for example, by the cited Stuttaford et al Patents (PTO- 
892). None of the references of record however show or fairly suggest the specific 
combination of features comprising a tube, core, passages, channels, injectors, and tip 
plate structure arranged and interconnected in the manner specified by claim 19. The 
claimed invention is therefore considered patentable over the prior art. 
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
